MEXICO, VENEZUELA SIGN JOINT DECLARATION ON VARIOUS ISSUES 
Caracas BL. UNIVERSAL in Spanish 9 Apr 81 Bee 2 p i 


[Text] Mexico City, & Aprile-The presidents of Venesuela and Mexico today signed 
a “joint declaration” in which they called upon the international community to 
refrain from engaging in any interwentionist act, “direct of indirect,” to 
ageravate the conflict in Bl Salvador. 


The declaration, signed by Luis Herrera Campine and Jose Lopes Portillo, was one 
of the most significant decisions taken by the two leaders during their 3 days of 
talke. 


in the document, the two presidents express their fear that the risk of 
"internationalizing’ the Salvadoran conflict will be heightened with foreign 
intervention, “dashing hopes for peace and stability in the (Central American) 
count ry.” 


Before signing the declaration, the two heads of state had held several rounds of 
talks, in an atmosphere termed as “cordial and understanding,” concerning differ- 
ent aspects of the international situation. 


They also went into detail about the state of relations between their countries. 
Those relations were strengthened by this encounter. 


The presidents reaffirmed their adherence to the principles of the United Nations 
Charter, and reiterated the ideals of peace and cooperation ‘hat inspire their 
peoples and governments. They also expressed the urgent need for all nations to 
assume their responsibility and step up efforts to enforce the basic principles 
that orient international relations, and that are 4 sine qua non for safeguarding 
world peace and security. 


They emphasized their respect for ideological pluralism and the principles of the 
equal sovereignty of nations, of non-intervention and self-determination, especial- 
ly with regard to the right of all nations to resolve their internal disputes for 
themselves and to choose the political, economic and social systems that are most 
commensurate with their aspirations. 


Concerning international conflicts, they pointed out the need to resolve them in 
a peaceful manner, fundamentally throug. negotiations between the parties involved. 














They reiterated their governments’ adherence to the prin-iples set forth in the 
Charter of the Organigation of American States (OAS), and stressed the need to 
sifengthen that organieation, Te de se, the restructuring of the inter-American 
System must be encouraged, 


They reaffirmed their conviction that respect for human rights is indispensable 
for the achievement of peace, justice, social progress and the well-being of the 
people, and that governments have a basic obligation to defend and promote those 
rights, 


The presidents emphasized their nations’ support for the democratic system, which 
enables them to develop and consolidate institutions that guarantee the exercise 
of freedom, respect for the dignity of human beings, and the realisation of the 
people's political, econonic and social aspirations. 


in their far-reaching analysis of the international situation, the presidents 
expressed their concern about the intensification of tensions and conflicts that 
have jeopardized the harmony and stability of various regions of the world, 
particularly in this hemisphere. 


As 4 consequence, they expressed the hope that the situation in Central America 
and the Caribbean can be overcome through the legitimate and free expression of 
the people's will, without any foreign intervention, and that the sub-region will 
become a sone of peace. 


They indicated their deep concern about the serious conflict that is taking place 
in El Salvador. They state that it is essential for the Salvadorans themselves to 
seek a political solution based on popular aspirations. 


They also appealed to members of the international community to refrain from 
undertaking any interventionist act, whether direct or indirect, to aggravate the 
conflict and thereby increase the risk of internationalization, dashing hopes for 
peace and stability in the country. 


Along these lines, the two presidents expressed the willingness of their govern- 
ments to be useful, to the extent thac the Salvadorans themselves deem necessary, 
so that Venesuela and Mexico can mak> some contribution to the resolution of the 
conflict. 


Moreover, they expressed optimism about the efforts being made in some countries 
of the region to find peaceful and honorable solutions to their disputes, as in 
the case of the peace treaty signed by Honduras and El Salvador, and the 
formulation of an understanding concerning the territory of Belize by the 
governments of Guatemala and the United Kingdom, with the participation of the 
Belizan Government. The latter agreement will permit the people of Belize to gain 
independence, exercising their right to self-determination. In this manner, 
Belize will join the Community of Central American and Caribbean States, with 
full sovereign rights. 


The presidents confirmed their governments’ commitment to the continued struggle 
to guarantee respect for the principles and norms of the right to asylum. This is 














an eminently Latin American juridical institution, and Venesuela and Mexico have 
traditionally been among its strongest defenders, 


The two leaders, after discussing the current state of the world economy, agree” 
that the present international Beonomic System has not given adequate of equitable 
support to the efforts of developing countries; on the contrary, it has had a 
negative impact on them, They alse neted with alarm the progressive deterioration 
of the world economy, which is manifested in renewed and growing protect ioniom, 
the slump in raw materiale prices, high inflation rates, alarming unemp! ymen! 
levels and tightened restrictions on the international capital and ‘© hrolony 
markets, Furthermore, they pointed out that the recessionary conditions in the 
industrialized nations are tranemitied rapidly te developing countries, an’ 
agaravate their situation further, 


They stressed the need for the United Nations to approve a8 soon as possible the 
agenda and procedures to begin world-wide negotiations. These negotiations, 
oriented toward the achievement of specific agreements in the diferent sectors 
of tie world economy, with a coherent, integrated and simultaneous approach, 
should make a4 significant contribution to the progress of developing ations. 
They should alse provide solutions to the structural problems that plague the 
International Economic System. In this respect, the two leaders emphasized the 
need for some developed countries to abandon the stubborn attitude that has 
prevented the beginning of these negotiations. 


They stated their conviction that the proposed international conference on 
cooperation and development, at the level of heads of state, will be of vital 
importance for the achievement of the objectives set forth by the international 
community. It will mobilize the political will necessary for the effective 
implementation of the new Inte national Economic Order, to promote the economic 
and social development of developing countries, based on justice and equity. 


Both presidents are confident that the conference will pave the way for a better 
understanding of the interdependence of nations, and of the problems of the 
international economy. It will create a more suitable environment for the 
development and successful conclusion of the world-wide negotiations. 


They stated that economic cooperation among developing countries is a key element 
of the collective self-confidence strategy, and therefore should be perceived as 
an indispensable part, 4 means to encourage structural changes in the world 
economy. In this context, they pointed out that thie cooperation is part of 
international cooperation for development. 


The two presidents expressed satisfaction and optimism about the upcoming high- 
level conference on economic cooperation among developing countries, to be held 
in Caracas. An important forerunner of that gathering was the conference on the 
same topic held in Mexico City in 1976. 


Noting that the Third United Nations Law of the Sea Conference has managed to 
negotiate a draft convention that has created a consensus on new institutions, 
norms and practices concerning various issues such as the extension of the 
territorial sea, the establishment of an exclusive economic zone, the ratification 











of the principle of the common patrimony of humanity, the protection of the 
marine environment and the regulation ef scientific research, the two presidents 
revealed that their governments had decided to continue participating in the 
conference a8 before, so that negotiations can be brought to 4 conclusion as soon 
as possible and the convention can be signed in Caracas on the date scheduled, 


The presidents reiterated their position that the Latin American Energy Organiza~ 
tien (OLADE) is the emclusive agency for Latin American consultation and coopera= 
tien in the field of energy. Wt is designed to coordinate the efforts and 
policies of its member states, They indicated their satisfaction with the work 
that has been done in the field of energy among the countries of the region, and 
congratulated each other for the labor and cooperation their governments have 
contributed to the establishment of 4 regional energy strategy and a Latin 
American progra for energy cooperation. 


They both urge’ OLADE and other international organisations with programs of this 
sort to step up cooperation so that their actions in the region will be more 
effective, and to avoid the duplication of efforts, 


They noted with satisfaction the positive results of the inter-governmental 
meeting to prepare for the United Nations conference on new and renewable energy 
sources, held in Mexico last March. The meeting led to 4 regional program of 
action concerning these sources. 


Referring to the Mexican-Venesuelan program of energy cooperation for Central 
American and Caribbean countries, the presidents expressed their particular 
pleasure that the first actions agreed upon by the two countries have proven how 
appropriate this idea is, and how important its objectives are as a partial 
measure to rationalize the complex process of energy transition, within the 
framework of the New International Economic Order. They reiterated their willing- 
ness to strengthen and complete the cooperatior plan set forth in the San Jose 
Program. At the same time they expressed their satisfaction and pleasure with the 
progress made in the first @ months of that program, and with the short-term 
prospects for its total implementation. 


They agreed to include Belize in the energy cooperation program as soor as it 
becomes independent. Concerning the other requests for membership by courcries in 
the sub-region, they agreed that the modalities of uch membership would be 
decided upon by the two governments in the near future. 


The two leaders also looked at prospects for oil production in Mexico and 
Venezuela, and noted the progressive change of the production pattern toward a 
greater proportion of heavy crude. They deemed it appropriate to instruct the 
state enterprises of both countries to conduct a feasibility study for the 
installation of a new refinery in Central America and the Caribbean that would be 
suitable for the type of crude which will be produced in the future on a large 
scale. The refinery would have sufficient conversion capacity as well as a plan 
to permit ownership of stock by not only the supplying countries, but also ali 
the host countries in the sub-region. 


The two presidents agreed on the importance of guaranteeing that the financial 
retources made available to the host countries as a result of the program, not 











reduce in any way their capacity to obtain other foreign financing. The concession: 
ary conditions of the resources derived from the program are such that thos 
resources can hardly be considered to affect these countries’ ability toe obtat: 
eredit abroad, 


The program's financial mechanism is designed, in any case, to provide additional 
resources beyond what the host countries get or can get from regular sources, 


The two heads of state confirmed their strong support for the oebje tives anu 
activities of the Latin American Economic System (SELA), stressing the foci that 
it represents all of Latin America, and playe — vital role as 4 promotor of 
regional cooperation and a means for coordination and consultation among Lat- 
American countries in terme of their relations with third countries, groups of 
countries and international forums. 


They expressed their heartfelt satisfaction with the results of the Seventh Latin 
American Council, which contributed to the consolidation of regional unity, and 
the establishment of a unified position in order to attain more dynamic and 
positive relations between Latin America and other countries and seek a more 
intensified dialog based on respect, justice and equity. 


In the same manner, they stressed their desire to expand existing channels of 
communication between their governments, within SELA, in order to make Latin 
American cooperation an even more effective means to find solutions to essential 
common problems. 


The chiefs of state also expressed approval of the decision adopted by the Latin 
American Council to undertake a profound analysis of various alternatives for 
obtaining financing for multinational projects, with a view tu mobilizing the 
organization's efforts in the area of regional cooperation. 


They pointed to the two governments’ efforts to support and promote multinational 
enterprises, emphasizing the activities of the Multinational Enterprise for the 
Marketing of Fertilizers (MULTIFERT) and the Caribbean Multinational Shipping 
Line (NAMUCAR). They agreed to seek suitable mechanisms to channel more operations 
through MULTIFERT. 


With regard to NAMUCAR, they expressed their willingness to favor and propitiate 
the transportation of oil supplies in the Venezuelan-Mexican energy cooperation 
program for Central American and Caribbean countries on board ships of that 
enterprise, in accordance with the provisions of that program. 


Concerning the integration strategy adopted in the new cooperation plan offered 
by the Latin American Integration Association, they stated that it is a means to 


achieve full utilization of mutual concessions to expand commercial ties between 
the two countries. 


They stressed the importance of integrationist efforts which, as in the case of 


the Andean Group, pursue the objective of generating integral and harmonious 
deve lopment . 











Regarding bilateral Felations te gemere!, the two presidents underlined the 
importance of empending and sl Fengt honing operation between the two countries, 
on the traditional bases of equali'y, @etual respect and benefits that have 
always characteriged those felslions, Thee revealed that they had decided to 
continue having periodic consultations on « diplomatic lewel for the coordination 
and organization of joint efferte eon specific tseves, They empressed their 
satisfaction with the implementation of the agreements signed by the two coun 
tries, and stated that steps will Be taken to beoleter these mechaniame so th y 
can be utilized even more effectively. 


As tor bilateral economic felations, the leaders observed that there is still 
plenty of room for expansion because Cheir respective economies have so much 
potential, They emphasized the importance of the meetings of the Venesuelan-Men- 
ican Economic Cooperation Commission, and applauded the inclusion in the nent 
agenda of the issues involved in the progress made and the conclusions drawn from 
the restructuring of the Latin American Free Trade Association (LAFTA); the 
intensification of trade in the variows sectors of mutual interest; and the 
optimum use of existing mechaniems to promote bilateral economic relations, 
particularly the support and expansion of financial assistance for the promotion 
of exports through the granting of credit lines. 


They recognized the importance of sctentific and technical cooperation as a tool 
for Promoting national development processes. The two presidents agreed that the 
basic technical cooperation agreement, signed ir is an adequate framework 
for joint activities in this sphere. 


The presidents commented that the cultural an | ational exchange agreement 
between Venezuela and Mexico provides a good setting tor the development and 
amplification of cultural relations, and urged the competent authorities to 
redouble their efforts to ensure better utilization of this instrument, in order 
to bring about closer ties between the two nations. 


President Herrera Campins told President Lopee Portillo about hie initiative of 
creating an institute of higher scientific and technological studies in Venesuela, 
under the sponsorship and financial backing of OPEC. The institute would train 
scholarship recivients from all developing countries, in accordance with their 
respective situations and needs. 


President Lopez Portillo congratulated Herrera Campins for his splendid idea, 
which he said would certainly yield great benefits. 


Both leaders pointed out that the upcoming bicentennial celebrations of the 
births of Don Andres Bello and The Liberator Simon Bolivar in 1981 and 1983, 
respectively, will provide a good opportunity to give a new impetus to cultural 
relations between the two countries, through specific programs revolving around 
the commemorations. 


They noted with satisfaction the increase in contacts between the National Sports 
Institute of Venezuela and the Subsecretariat of Sports of Mexico. This relation- 
ship opens up new opportunities for exchanges and cooperation in sports, and will 














make geud use of Meniceo'’s euperience in the preparations for the Pan-American 
Games in Caracas in 198), 


President MNerrera Campines thanked President Lopes Portillo for hie kind tnavitation 
and the warm hoepitality he received during his pleasant stay in Mexice, On 


behalf of his wife and the entourage that accompanied them, he expressed 
appreciation for the cordial welcome they had been given,

[Text) in epite of the fact that it supplies only 21 percent of the energy consump- 
tion for the entire province, the place occupied by the Energy Directorate on the 
electric power market of the firet province 11) aseume growing importance in the 
future. The fact that, by virtue of the population distribution and the production 
areas, the rest of the companies, with only 7 percent of the Buenos Aires area, 
supply 79 percent of that market, has current implications which cannot be disre- 
garded from the commercial viewpoint. However, from another angle, we @ust also 
look at the fact that DEBA [Buenos Aires Power Administration) supplies 9) percent 
of the territory and ite real public wtility giesion implies an economic-social 
function Which magnifies ite standing on thet mmerket. 





There is no doubt that DEBA will aseume ever greater importance in the energy future 
of the firet province and it suffices to look at the work pace of the last several 

years, from which we can derive ite extremely great significance in the development 
of the gost promising sectore, where we do not have the phenomenon 

population concentration and where ve expect 4 positive development, since energy 

resources are brought within the reach of entrepreneur groupe. 


Here, something of vital importance is represented by the factor of progrese con- 
etituted by the Bahia Blanca power plant--the biggest project ewer tackled by the 
province in ite entire history--which will aseume ite real value when 411 sectore of 
the nation are fully aware of the significance of this project. 





Among the init‘ated, the judgment of the engineers is an incentive to complete thie 
project because the power plant will be one of the gost significant instruments of 
economic recovery and of course it will aleo be 4 source of social advancement . 


A brief review of the period of 1976-1980 demonstrates the intention of promot ing 
this effort. in epite of the difficulties, importance was assigned to the objective 
of rebuilding the agency and giving it definite . Starting with the wifi- 
cation of the provincial electric power market ite tie-in with the national 
interconnecting grid at Henderson, there are gany achievements which underscore the 
effort aade by DEBA in the Buence Aires area. 





The gain projects completed are as follows: The Bragado substation with 132 kV and 
150 MYA power, whose opening involwed the construction of 177 km of power lines of 














220%V, Linking Bragade te the DEBRA cubsetation at Henderson, and the link of the 
latter with the Hidroner substation in that same lecality, With the completion of 
the 132-V and L50°MVA facility at Bragade, we had 4 complete provincial enterprise 
system for the first time, 


Other projects include the completion of 171 km of 132" power lines, 155 + of 

3) W power lines, the construction of 177 kw of 220 W lines, providing im « 
for rural electrification, with the opening of facilities at Bragade, 25 de Mayo, 
and Alberti, making the benefits of electric power available te an area of 400,000 
hectares; unification of the provineial electric power system with the completion 
of the Olavarria substation and the 200-W power line linking it te Henderson, 147 te 
away, went we have the start-up of the Bahia Blanca petrochemical complex followed 
almost immediately by the signing of a contract in that southern city through which 
DEBA pledged to supply energy to the entire area in 19861; construction, in 1977 
already, of the 66° V power line which Linked Trenque Lauquen to Rivadavia, Carlos 
Tejedor, and General Villegas; completion of 19 projects in 1977, continuation of 
another 11, etart of 22 and competitive bidding tavitationse on 29 projects. 


Once the provincial electric power market had been unified, DEBA organized iteelf 

in 1978 so a8 to complete the interconnected grid system and to incorporate aodern 
technology for the purpose of expanding and improving public electric wtility safety 
and efficiency throughout the area of Buenos Aires. That includes the construction 
ef the Coronel Suares and Chascomus substations and the conversion of the substations 
at Juaree, General Guido, and Pehuajo. Among the 45 projects completed, we also in 
1979 finished the provincial gas plant at Gonzales Chavez. 


Projects Under the 1980 Pian 


DEBA pointed owt that the year 1980 was a year of full achievements among which we 
might include the construction of the Barker-Hecochea gas pipeline and the gas dis- 
tribution networks in five nearby localities; 15 projects will be opened shortiy in 
the electric energy field. in addition to the Bahia Blanca-Pedro Luro line and ite 
substation, now in service, we will complete the Saladillo-Las Pilores-Monte line 
and the lines along the beach resort coastline, including San Clemente del Tuyu-Mar 
de Ajo and Madariaga-Villa Gesell~-Pinamar. 


Out of the 56 gonthe of work put in since April 1976 and until December 1960, we 
finished an average of 2.4 projects per @onth for 4 total of $32 million. To these 
power tranemiesion facilities we must add the distribution facilities which, during 
those 5 years, added up to 4 total of $64 willion. The firet of these projects 

will benefit the city of Pedro Luro and its surroundings; it will aleo be very impor- 
tant because of the aid it will provide for the development planned in neighboring 
areas along the banks of the Colorado River. 


Ae for the lines that link important tourist centers along the seacoast, ve note 
their effectiveness especially during the summer season because they assure the 
efficient and continued supply of electric energy during 4 period of considerably 


higher demand 


It is aleo true that this 1980 plan contained g@any inconveniences and delays due 
to the emergencies arising froa the serious flood in the province. But we sight

Among the projects carried out by DEBA we gust single out studies aimed at updating 
the requirements to meet the demand throughout provincial territory. The 1981-198) 
plan reveale three outstanding features: development of the system on the 1124V 
level, development of the 3}-kV and the 13.2-k¥Y gride, and experimental development 
of unconventional energy. The first aspect teile ue that the system involves the 
need of satisfying the technical portion which will guarantee the quality and relia- 
bility of the syetem provided. The second item has the objective of linking the 
system of localities current! served and providing safety and high-quality service; 
the third aspect covers wind equipment, in other words, the procurement and commie- 
sioning of two experimental plants which will use the energy generated by the wind 
in order to generate electricity.

‘Moreover, thie takee inte account that the generation of hydro- 
eleetric and nuclear power is in beth cases more expensive and their required 
implementation time long, that the costes of adding new hydrocarbon reserves are 
growing, and that exploration, which becomes more promising day by day, requires 
highly complex technologies,” he added.

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YPY DEBT OF §3,8 BILLION LINKED TO PALLURE OF ECONOMIC PROGRAM

[Text] Mendoga (NA) ==The former president of YPF (Government Petroleum Deposits), 
Facundo Suarez, said that this government agency is heavily in debt at this time 
ae 4 result of the policy pursued by it which emphasized a cutback in personnel 
along with operational improvemente. 


Suarez stated that the future director of this government agency will find a debt 
of $3.8 billion, not counting the interest due; that figure will go up to more than 
$4 billion by the end of the fiscal year, equivalent to "60 percent of the avail- 
able foreign exchange of Argentina." 


Suarez said that the factor that triggered this process is rooted in "a very bad 
policy of restraints on participation since somewhat more than 30 percent of the 
price of fuele go to YPF while the rest goes for heavy taxation." 


In his newspaper statements, the radical political leader stated that the adminis- 
tration "presented the reduction of the personnel force by 12,000 blue-collar wor- 
ere and white-collar employees" at YPF “as a big success" but he noted that this 
decision “had a very serious antisocial meaning." 


He demonstrated that "if a robot were to do the work of all YPF personnel, the 
deficit and the debt would shrink by a little less than 11 percent" which in other 
words means that “the solution was not to fire workers but to improve management 
organization and to pursue an efficient cost and taxation policy." 


Progressive Indebtedness 
He recalled that 2 years ago he denounced the progressive indebtedness of YPF and 


proposed solutions “which not only were disregarded but which were severely chal- 
lenged," indirectly mentioning the enterprise's former chief, Raul Ondarts. 


Suarez pointed out that "YPF could not be an exception amid this economic mess" and 
mentioned “as a paradox" the fact that PEMEX [Mexican Petroleum], the Mexican Govern- 
ment petroleum enterprise, pursuing a policy different from that of YPF, “became 
the first individual enterprise producing hydrocarbons in Latin America and one of 
the biggest in the world, increasing its reserves and discovering gas and petroleum 
to move up among the world's first four countries." 














Economic Program lailure 


lie stressed the fact that “this is not a matter of pointing owt that the civilian 
managers did not produce any resulte in the management of YPF" but rather that “the 
thing that failed is the economic program of the Armed Forces"; he emphasized that 
the debt of $4 billion "represents more than 60 percent of Argentina's available 
foreign exchange.” 


Suares mentioned the fact that YPF “lost 10 pointe” on the current market ard “15 
points as compared to 1965." This is a highly delicate situation “if we take into 
account the fact that each point represents 260 million pesos.” 


The former of{icial however admitted that "a significant effort has been made in 
the drilling footage"; but he warned that "if the participation pattern is not 
drastically changed, then thie enterprise will be left practicaily defenselese in 
economic term.”

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THERMOELECTRIC PLANT TO RECEIVE SROOND TURBINE SHIPMENT

[Text] Bahia Blanca «The second turboset for the new Ingeniero White thermoelectric 
power plant will be loaded in the Soviet Union between April and May. The reception 
of all materiale will in practice be completed during that transaction and the ae- 
sembly date will be moved up, said engineer Aldo Parensa, project chief. The DEBA 
[Buenos Aires Power Administration] official made an inspection vieit to the work 
site together with the agency administ ator, engineer Jorge Giraldo, in the 
meantime, officials at Petroquimica Bahia Blanca said that the enterprise is 


continuing ite original work program. 


Parenza aleo said that the project timetable is being faithfully implemented and 
denie. that one of the enterprises in the consortium, responsible for construction, 
ie yaving financial difficulties that could be haraful to normal development. 








Engineer Giraldo pointed out that a supply of 1.5 million tone of coal per year from 
Rio Turbio has been guaranteed. This is why an agreement has been signed just 
recently with YCF [Government Coal Deposits). 


Engineer Parenga denied that there might be a delay of 1 year in construction 

of the plant, a8 indicated in some rumors. “The rumor is probably the result of 

the fact that the actual construction work has been found not to be too far advanced 
because it is based on the engineering work which is now being developed, with 90 
percent completed for basic engineering and 30 percent for details. We are going to 
see much more during the next several months because we are now completing the pilot 
phase which has not aroused @uch attention eo far.” 


After announcing that the project will be completed properly and that 260 persons 
are now working to build the plant, with a peak being reached in 1982 with a total 
between 1,200 and 1,500 men, engineer Parenza said that the supply of equipment is 
on achedule. “As a matter of fact, we are ahead of schedule in that respect.” 


So far, 6,000 cubic meters of warehouse space have been taken up with 2,500 tons of 
equipment. Another 5,000 or 6,000 tons are in Buenos Aires, ready for shipment to 
Bahia Blanca. 


The second turboset will be shipped from the Soviet Union between April and May. 
“That will mean that 411 materials will practically have been completely supplied 
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in 1981, so that we can move the assembly date up," he maintained, The trial run 
for the first turboset has been scheduled tentatively for the end of 1961, 


When he was asked what steps have been taken regarding the problem of contamination 
deriving from the use of coal in the future plant, engineer Parensza replied that 
“DEBA has already established contacts for an environmental pollution atudy. That 
is designed not only to determine the current situation but aleo the impact wi! i 
the start of the plant will cause." 


On the other hand, authorities at Petroquimica Bahia Blanca said that the enterprin: 
is continuing ite original work program and that, if there is to be no consumpLio. 
of ethylene at the start of the second half of the year, it would have to be stored 
until it is used, 


it was aleo pointed out that the plant is in good condition in apite of the fact 
that its construction was completed in November 1977 and in epite of the fact that 
production has etill not been started. 


Engineer Gonzalo Garcia Menendez, the plant manager, said that the start-up date 
"ie approaching,” which is why there is a contract with Polisur for the delivery of 
ethylene oy 1 July. Politeur, the satellite industry most advanced in the construc- 
tion of ite inetallations, will produce Low-density polyethylene. 


Regarding the effecte of a delay in the work pace at Polisur, Garcia Menendez re- 
plied that “our start-up program is independent of the consumption of the satellites." 


He added that “assuming that there is no consumption, we have a tank for storing the 
ethylene for a certain interval of time. The delay ‘hat might materialize would be 

short, measured in relation to the delay we have had so fer for the entire complex. 

Perhaps 1 or 2 months or a little more." 


He said that the ethane [as published) plant of Government Gas would be in a position 
to supply raw material to Petroquimica Bahia Blanca by the deadline provided "and, 

on the other hand, Polisur is very far advanced in the construction of its plant 

for receiving ethylene."

GAS, ELECTRIC PRODUCTION DOWN ACCORDING TO ENERGY SECRETARIAT 
Buenos Aires LA NACION in Spanish 30 Mar 81 p 10 


[Text] The output of petroleum went up 0.4 percent during the firet 2 months of 

the year, compared to the same period of time last year. On the other sand, produc- 
tion went down by 1.2 percent in February, compared to the same month in 1980. 
Nevertheless it is noted that the average daily output, during that same month, rose 
from /',800 cubic meters to 79,500 cubic meters, something which--according to the 
official report from the Energy Secretariat--"indicates that there has been a pro- 
duction increare." 


The total petroleum produced during the year cam to 4,694,100 cubic meters, while 
crude petroleum imports totaled 114,000 cubic meters, in other words, 77 percent Less 
than during the same period of time last year. These imports meant, this year, a 
disbursement of $27 million, a figure which in turn is 73.7 percent lower than the 
figure in 1980. 


Gas and Coal 


The injection of natural gas during the first half of the year came to 1,336,800,000 
cubic meters, a figure that is 1.5 percent less than the figure recorded during the 
same period of time last year. In February, 612.4 million cubic meters were in- 
jected, that is to say, 12.4 percent less than during the same month in 1980. 


The output of commercially saleable coal during the first 2 months of the year re- 
vealed a drop of 42.9 percent compared to the same period of time in 1980 when 
47,300 tons were mined. In February, on the other hand, we produced 45.6 percent 
less coal than during the same month in 1980. 


Electricity 


During the first ha!’ of the year, the generation of electric energy in public- 
service power plants was 1.2 percent less than during the same period of time in 
1980. A drop was also recorded in February when we generated 2,664,879 Mwh, a figure 
which is 1.8 percent below the figure for the same month in 1980. During the first 

2 months, the cumulative output came to 5,647,769 Mwh.

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LARGER COAL SHIPMENTS POSSIBLE THROUGH NEW PORT 
Buenos Aires LA NACION in Spanish 21 Mar 61 p 10 


Text] Rio Gallegos--An agreement has been signed in Punta Loyola between YCF 
Government Coal Deposits | and the private companies Dragados y Obras Portuarias 

, Supercemento SAl y Compania, and Perfomar GA, for the construction of a fuel- 
loading port in the coastal zone on the south bank of the Gallegos river, almost 
at the point where the river empties into the Atlantic Ocean. 


The mentioned agreement was signed by the general manager of YCF, engineer Jose P. 
Tripodi, and by Messrs Marcial Pimentel, Francisco Moresco, Jose W. Mangiaterra 
and Emilio Salgueiro for the associated contracting firms. 


According to the agreement, the project must be completed in 24 months and will 
enable YCF to ship out 1,500,000 tons of coal to supply the Bahia Blanca stean- 
driven electric generating plant, currently under construction. It will also 
enable YCF to ship through this port the oil that is currently being shipped via 
the Chilean port of San Gregorio. 


The initial contract under this project, which had been long awaited, for the 
development of Santa Cruz, dates back to 1 December 1975; but it was paralyzed in 
March 1976. Its terms having now been renegotiated between YCF and the contrac- 
tors, the facilities will be built under the toll system and will include a dock- 
mole for the loading of coal and oil, an automotive vehicle viaduct linking it 
with dry land, coal conveyor belts and oil-loading pipelines. 


Technical Aspects of the Port 


The purpose of the Punta Loyola port will be to load coal on ships of greater 
tonnage than those currently handled by the Rio Gallegos port; initially, it will 
take ships of around 20,000 net tons capacity. 


The complex’ infrastructure will consist of a railroad freight terminal and 
facilities for the receipt, distribution, warehousing and loading of coal on 
ships. For the receipt of coal it will be equipped with a dual freight car un- 
loading system capable of unloading at a rate of 1,000 tons per hour. 
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The storage yards will be equipped with twoeway conveyor belts to enable the 
subsequent retrieval and loading of the coal on ships, Automatic weight- 
monitoring equipment will aleo be installed at entry and loading pointe. 


Equipment on the piers will be able to load ships at the rate of 2,000 tons per 
hour 24 hours a4 day. There will also be a command center at which the operation 
of the entire complex can be controlled and monivored, enabling in turn the coor- 
dination of railroad operations. 


To provide access to this new port, the railway branch Line will be extended 30 
kilometers. Plans also call for the renovation of the Line's existing rolling 
stock, with cars having double the capacity of the present ones, and modern steam 
locomotives of over 4,000 horsepower.

SOLAR PILOT PLANT--La Rioja--The experimental solar desalting plant located at El 
Cebollar, 40 kilometers northeast of this city, was inaugurated recently.

The plant consists of two batteries, 10 modules each, that gather 
solar radiation from an evaporative collector surface, transforming the radiation 
into thermal energy.

ALTERNATE SOURCES OF ENERGY SOUGHT 
Mexico City EL SOL DE MEXICO in Spanish 7 Apr 81 Sec B pp 1, 4 


[Text] In order to prepare joint studies on the development of alternate energy 
sources, three agreements have been signed between the Mexican Petroleum Institute 
[IMP], the National Autonomous University of Mexico [UNAM], the Electrical Research 
Ineticute [LIE] and the Advanced Studies Division of the UNAM's School of Chemistry. 


Thies announcement was made by the director of the IMP, Agustin Straffon, upon being 
interviewed at the conclusion of the ceremony marking the 15th anniversary of the 
founding of that entity. 


“The IMP researchers and those from the Electrical Research Institute will work 
together to make use of the chemical energy contained in various fuels, so as to 
convert it into electric power through an electrochemical process, using devices 
known as fuel cells.” 


The official said that the advantages of this conversion method lie mainly in ite 
cleanliness, efficiency and flexibility; hence they are setting up an optimal system 
for ite application in both urban areas (where the pollution problem is acute) and 
other locations, thue meeting the electrical requirements in areas to which it is 
impossible to bring transmission lines. 


The other project of qutual interest to the IMP and LIE is focused on the use of 
geothermal energy, which is abundant in our country. The collaboration between 

two institutions with extensive experience in research on the basic properties of 
deposite and the exploitation thereof will lead to better utilization of this alter- 
nate energy source. 


The director said that, with the School of Chemistry, the IMP researchers would seek 
to develop electrochemical methods for synthesizing organic compounds, the use of 
which as an energy source might prove attractive. This holde true for formic acid, 
which containe in its chemical structure a hydrogen molecule combined with one of 
carbon dioxide.

PEMEX INTERNAL SALES EXCEED 95 BILLION

[Text] Mexican Petroleum |PEMEX) announced that, during 1980, the sales made to 
supply the domestic market amounted to 95.4 billion pesos; 81 percent of them were 
related to petroleum products, and the reat to gas and petrochemicals. 


During the past 4 years, internal sales of petroleum products have had an estimated 
increase of 36 percent. 


Prominent in thie respect are the gasolines, the 19860 sales of which totaled 314,000 
barrele per day, representing a 53 percent increment over the amount sold in 1976.

60 percent, when compared with those 3 years ago for this product; and thie has 
prompted the making of adjustmente to reduce ite price in the country's northern 
atates.

During the past 4 years, it hase managed to double both production and use of gas 
in the country. 


Moreover, through the construction of the so-called national main pipeline with a 
48-inch width, which connected the southern system with the northern one, integrat- 
ing the national gas system, it was possible to carry thie energy source to Yucatan, 
on the one side, and to Ciudad Juarez, on the other. 


To supplement that project, work ise being done aimed at carrying gas to Lazaro 
Cardenas-Las Truchas, a vitally important point for the country's development; and 

| construction has been started on another 48-inch gas pipeline to double the volumes 
available for utilization on the high plateau.

WUCLEAR PLANNING CALLED ' IMPROVISATION’ 
Mexico City EL SOL DE MEXICO in Spanish 30 Mar 61 Sec A pp i, 13 


[Text] Atomic programe are about to be implemented in a virtually improvised manner, 
because there ie no national auclear plan, which the country urgently needs. 


Dr Dalmau Costa Alonso, director of the National Nuclear Research Inetitute (ININ), 
told EL SOL DE MEXICO that the national nuclear plan should be carried out as soon 
as possible because, as a result of the lack of set goals, the programs change as 
the managers desire and efforte are dispersed, The IWIN director announced that 
within 2 onthe, the notices would be iesued relating to the bidding on the construc- 
tion of the first nuclear fuel (uranium) treatment plant at La Coma, Leon, 
which ie due for completion by the end of 1982, so that the country will have that 
energy available for the development of nuclear plants. 


Before the end of the year, the research and plans will be finished for the construc- 
tion of the national reactor center, for the first phase of which over 5 billion 
pesos will be invested. Included among the sites being analyzed for the location 

of the project are Santa Fe de la Laguna, Michoacan, and Valeequillo, Puebla. To 

be inetalled there are the firet reactore made in Mexico for experimentation and for 
the production and testing of radioactive componente. 


At the Salazar nuclear center, in the state of Mexico, construction has already begun 
on 4 low-powered “zero reactor” for combining nuclear fuels, although “officially” 
the project was to be started within 6 gonthe and be finished at the end of 19862. 
Thie reactor, of Mexican design and construction, will follow the national reactor 
center. 


Construction ie being completed in Salazar on an experimental subcritical reactor 
with chain reaction, capable of producing radioisotopes on 4 emali scale. When it 
hae been finished, it will serve as a model to provide the country's universities 
and technological institutions with other similar ones, for the purpose of training 
experte in nuclear ectences. 





After the “sero reactor,” « reactor with a power of 40 thermal megawatts will be 
constructed to produce radioactive energy sources. 


Within the next 3 months, the commercial production of gamma rays for the sterili- 
zation of products in industry and medicine will begin. The next step will be the 








irradiation of food for ite preservation, to back up the Mexican Pood System, inas- 
much ae there te considerable food waste in the country due to spoilage. 


Within 2 monthe, the marketing management will be established in the National Nuclear 
— = Inetitute, to extend the use of radioisotopes in industry, medicine and 
agriculture. 


Dr Dalmau Costa eaid that it would have more of an impact than the firing of the 
Laguna Verde nuclear plant in 19863 to achieve the national nuclear program aa soon 
as possible, devising concrete objectives concerning new nuclear plants, Lhe produc: 
tion of nuclear power, the training of experts, Mexican reactor construction, ete. 


We said that there wae an urgent need for the program, because the national industry 
must know what it ie feasible to produce by way of capital goods for the nuclear 
industry, and muet know how to establish the profitableness thereof, and to bring 
all the industrial processes to better levele, since the nuclear industry requires 
high precision toole. At present, the Laguna Verde nuclear plant in Veracrus wae 
purchased virtually as a package, with minimum participation by native industry. 


At Laguna Verde, together with the foreign technicians, about 200 Mexican technicians 
are being trained regarding the project, a group which will be the backup for the 
construction of new nuclear plants, totaling about 16 between now and the year 2000, 
to produce more than twice the amount of traditional type electricity being produced 
by the country now, thus reducing the burning of ofl. Some of those 200 Mexican 
technicians are already monitoring the environmental impact at Laguna Verde, so as 

to maintain the ecological quality at all times. 


The ININ directed remarked: “We need the national nuclear program, but now, because 
without 4 program our people become disillusioned.” He was referring to the fact 
that our nuclear ecientists and technicians should be objectively assigned and 
employed in the atomic programs, without curtailing their efforte and their careers. 


When the firet Mexican reactors are built, our own technology will also be sought 
to produce materials and energy sources. There is almost an abundance of uranium 
in the country. 


There are at present some 1,200 Mexican nuclear technicians, and Dalmau said that 
we need to have 1,500 more at thie point. Hence the importance of 4 program with 
short and long term goals. 


The production of radioisotopes at the Salazar nuclear center is already meeting the 
medical needs in many hospitals in diagnosing and treating diseases; it is used by 
PEMEX [Mexican Petroleum] to detect obstructions and fractures in wells; it is used 
in agriculture to develop seed and protein enrichment, and for soil, irrigation and 
fertilizer, ae well as to counter pests, etc.; and it is used by many industries 

and public enterprises. 


The 40 thermal megawatt reactor that will be constructed at the national reactor 
center will make it possible to produce the radioisotopes which are now being 
obtained from imported substances for industry, medicine and agriculture. 











Housed in the Salagar nuclear center, with ite Van de Graaf tandem accelerator which 
produces the radioisotopes, ite Mark II Triga accelerator, ite information and docu- 
mentation center which atores the experience of 50 nations, ite shops and ite nuclear 
physice laboratories, will be the central research establishment; and the national 
reactor center will be the center for research and direct application related to 

the development of reactors, nuclear plante and fuels, 


Dr Dalmau Costa said: “We are nearly finished with the research on where the national 
reactor center will be located, and we shall announce it." We concluded by stressing 
that the country cannot postpone the national nuclear plan any longer.

OLL POLICY CONTRASTED WITH THAT OF MEXICO 
Caracas EL, DIARIO DE CARACAS in Spanish 6 Apr 81 p 3 
[Commentary by Miguel! Mata] 


[Text] It seeme that the old maxims that politics is the art of the possible, 
and that in international relations one must be able to successfully combine 
principles and necessities, are not being applied fully in Venezuela, at least in 
terms of petroleum. Although at times official statements--and even some concrete 
facts<-seem to indicate that the country has devised an oil policy that meets 
Venezuela's interests and needs in the international context, suddenly the 
actions of our leaders tell us that we still haven't found the right path; 
actually, we are stumbling around. 


This is a timely issue, given that President Luis Herrera Campins is on a visit 
to Mexico. That country has become a world energy power in recent years, and by 
all accounts it is already beginning to implement a coherent and dynamic 
international oil policy. 


The contrast between Mexico and Venezuela in this area is obvious. It can be 
observed, for example, in their positions on supplying oil to Cuba. 


Recently a quadrilateral agreement whereby Venezuela would provide Cuba with 
10,000 barrels of oil a day on the account of the Soviet Union, while the Soviets 
would deliver a similar amount to Spain on Venezuela's account, reached its 
expiration date. For legal purposes, the oil that went from Venezuelan ports to 
Cuba was Soviet oil, while the crude Spain received under the agreement was 
Venezuelan. The central objective was to save on shipping costs, which benefited 
all four of the signatories. 


When the contract expired, Venezuela, according to publicly available information, 
decided to revise its position. The decision was due to “the political situation 
between Cuba end Venezuela,” according to an official of the national oil 
industry. The apparent basis for the argument: "Oil is a strategic element.” As 
if no one knew oil was 4 strategic commodity’ 


A few days after that statement was issued, Mexico came on the scene with respect 
to the supply of oil to Cuba. The CHICAGO TRIBUNE, based on unnamed official 
American sources, reported that the State Department was aware of the possibility 








that the Mexicans would sell e:f to Fide: -setre's regime, The paper added that 
PEMEX and Cuban officiate had already looked inte the pessibility of supplying 
erude of! and other products te the tstand, 


This situation is really net surprising, ‘bane and Mexicans had been making 
overtures in thie afea since the middie of last year, a8 4 result of Jose Lopes 
Portille's visit te Havana, At that Cime there was already talk that Mexice would 
provide technical assistance to the Cubans in the petrolewn sector, and that 
joint projects would be carried out for hydrocarbon prospecting on the cont inental 
shell, and for the renevation eof a refinery for precessing Menican heavy crude, 


in short, while Venesuela is putting some distance between itself and Cuba, 
Mexico is coming closer to Castro's regime, It is establishing a strategic link 
that is of obvious benefit to the Mexicans. In this ease, Venesuela put ite 
ideological principles above the politica) realities of the Caribbean. A bad move. 


Mexico has alse penetrated Central America through ite joint agreement with 
Venesvela to previde some 160,000 bartels of crude per day to the region on 
special terme, 


Finally, Mexico hae maintained a dynamic oil policy in relation to Brazil, and to 
4 lesser extent with Argentina. in the former case, PEMEX achieved in a short 
time what it teok Venesuela yeare to do: It boosted sales from 20,000 to 50,000 
barrels of crude per day te the Bracilians, with an apparent provision for 
increasing that amount to 100,000 barreis. On the other hand, PEMEX is negot iat ing 
with the Bragilian Petroleum Corporation (PETROBRAS) to participate in the 
Brazilian crude and refined products market. It is not known what agreements have 
been reached with Argentina. 


Venezuela neglected its South American market, basically Brazil, for years. 
Industry sources indicate that the policy of the former holders of concessions is 
to blame. But there is evidence that PETROBRAS has been trying since the very 
moment of nationalization te obtain more Venesuelan o11, and only in the last 
year has its quota been increased to a significant amount. 


Given the real scope Venesuela’'s policy could have in terms of its influence 
abroad, we must say that the Caribbean, Colombia, Brazil and the Andean area are 
fundamental factors in the development of such 4 strategy. We must have a 
dynamic, coherent and consistent oil policy with respect to those countries. Oil 
is our principal diplomatic “weapon,” since democracy has become a bit devaluated 
in this region. We must give some substance to the so-called “overall oil policy” 
which the government claims to have formulated in the past months.

In Quiriquire, the ofl production began in 
1925 and, a year later, the first commercial barrel was obtained from the Moneb | 
well, later the Quiriquire 1.

AD-PDVSA CONFLICT--Last Tuesday, 7 April, Gonzalo Barrios accused Venezuelan Petroleum 
(PDVSA) of paying “Pharaonic salaries” and administering ite funds extravagantly. Two 
days ago, Octavio Lepage, chairman of the Senate Mines and Hydrocarbons Committee, 
scored the increases in personnel and personnel payroll of PDVSA from the time of the 
oil industry's nationalization until 1979. Attention has been called to these charges 
in political and economic circles. Neither Barrios nor Lepage is an irresponsible or 
profligate politician. What reasons could have existed to prompt the spreading of 
doubt in the ultimate bastion of integrity, efficiency and probity of the Venezuelan 
government’? What reasons could Democratic Action have had to start a “campaign” 
against PDVSA? Furthermore, why did Democratic Action, when it was time to analyze 
the PDVSA personnel payroll, fail to take into account the incorporation of the petro- 
chemical industry into the main company, something which represented an increase of 
nearly 4,000 workers’?

[Text] The Venezuelan ambassador, Dr Guillermo Yepes Boscan, hae stated that the rela- 
tions between Venesuela and Nicaragua are still the beet and most solidary with ree- 
pect to the procese of a search for the national reconstruction of that country. 





in his opinion, the extent and the terme of that Venezuelan solidarity with Nicaragua 
were clearly expressed by President Herrera on two recent occasions: in hie message 
to Congress and his trip to Mexico wherein, addressing Congress, he stated that there 
must be a friendly hand for the material and economic reconstruction of Nicaragua, 
and to afford the pluralistic environment that is typical of democratic societies. 


Ambassador Yepez Boscan recalled that, in flying over Nicaragua on his trip to Mexico 
the president had sent 4 message from the airplane to the Junta of National Recon- 
struction in almost the same aforementioned terms. 


He declared: “On that occasion, President Werrera said that, under the difficult cir- 
cumstances currently prevailing over that nation, Venezuela would remain steadfast 
in ite solidarity, in keeping with the dignity that the Nicaraguan people have shown. 


“There was also 4 response on the part of the Government Junta, reiterating apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation and unconditional assistance that Venezuela has been render- 
ing to the Nicaraguan process, so that the goals of liberty, pluralism, respect for 
human rights and a mixed economy, principles contained in the program of the Govern- 
ment of National Reconstruction, may be attained.” 


According to Dr Yepez Boscan, the visit to Venezuela by Minister Tomas Borges at the 
end of this month, and the high-ranking group that will accompany him, constitute, 
along with the other factors cited previously, an indication of the level on which 
the relations between the two countries are progressing. 


Communiem in Nicaragua’ 


We told the ambassador that there is a visible campaign among certain sectors aimed 
at depicting the present government of Nicaragua as a communist regime. What is his 
view on what is happening there?’

“Moreover, a6 | have stated on another oecasion, it te obvious that, in 4 process 
such as that of Nicaragua, after 4 long dynasty dictatorship, the political confron- 
tation and the movements with the different ideological propositions are beginning 
8 act, imeluding the Marxiat=Leniniat inepired movements, with a considerable amount 
of power,” 


We added: “Thies reflects a siutation which has, on occasion, been taken advantage of 
by sectors outeide of Nicaragua. For example, it may be claimed that there are some 
signe of concern over the fate of a pluralistic regime such as that in Nicaragua, ae 
certain Venezuelan and Nicaraguan political leaders have remarked, signe attributable 
to the very state of a revolutionary process in a period of gestation and in search 
of courses of action.” 


Decisive Influence of Cuba? 


Other rumors attempt to depict Nicaragua as being definitively influenced by Cuba, 
almost to the extent of being 4 satellite. What does Ambassador Yepezs Boscan think 
of these claims? 


He replied: “With regard to that question, which was partially anewered in the pre- 
vious response, it may be added that there are Marxiet-inepired sectors in the govern- 
ment, but that would not suffice to describe the entire leadership in such terms.” 


He added: “The Government of National Reconstruction has reiterated ite association 
with an ideology of ite own, namely, Sandiniens.” 


We told the ambassador that it hae also been claimed that Fidel Castro has recently 
made about 40 secret trips to Managua. le this true’ 


After noting that Castro has no need to make such trips in the event that he wanted 
to increase his influence, he said that he had no knowledge of these trips. 


"What I can tell you is that there is, really,a sizable number of Cuban advisers, 
technicians and teachers present, based on the relations that Nicaragua has with Cuba.” 


The Important Venezuelan Assistance 


At the reporter's request, the ambassador commented on the important assistance that 
Venezuela has been rendering to Nicaragua, which has been reflected in different areas. 
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"The essential aid is that for oil supply and financing, a6 well as several long- 
tere loans amounting te about $65 million, during the year and a half that the Junta 
of National Reconstruction has been in office, 


“Rut, in addition te this aid in the energy field, Venesuela hae made 4 donation of 
1,000 dwellings for the underprivileged sectors of that country; it has donated equip- 
ment for air traneport (epecifically, radio facilities); and it is carrying out an 
extensive plan of cultural cooperation, There hase also been a recent donation of 
$300,000 for the construction of Bolivar Avenue and of the monument to the liberator 


to be built in Managua.” 


The ambassador recalled: “In the area of technical assistance, CORDIPLAN [Office o/ 
Coordination and Planning|has been giving advice to the Ministry of Finance, the 
National Institute of Reconstruction, the Minietry of Planning and other institutions, 
financing about 15 experts providing approximately 40 man-monthe in 1980," 


in addition to thie, 4 plan has been carried out with the National University of Nica- 
ragua on the part of the national wniversities (in which the Central University, and 
the Universities of Loe Andes, Zulia and Carabobo are participating), whereby contri- 
butions of service have been made by physicians, inetructore, etc. 


There are other programs. 


The ambassador etated: “It may be said that Venesuela's cooperation, if not the most 
important, ranke among the most important that Nicaragua has received.”

COLOMBIAN AMBASSADOR TO CUBA COMMENTS ON BREAK IN RELATIONS 


Bogota EL. ESPECTADOR in Spanish 25 Mar 81 p 25=A 


[Report by Gongalo Silva Rivas on statements made by telephone from Havana on 24 March 
1981 by Jose Manuel Arias Carrizosa, Colombian ambassador to Cuba) 


[Text] The ambassador in Havana, Jose Manuel Arias Carrizosa, stated yesterday that 
the main obstacle to Colombian-Cuban relations lies in the different conception that 
the two governments have on handling international politics and he said, pessimis- 
tically, that Fidel Castro's attitude of opposition will continue to prevent, in the 
future, the possibility of crystallizing an open, joint diplomatic rapprochement. 


In statements made last night by telephone to EL ESPECTADOR from the island, the am- 
bassador believed that the suspension of bilateral relations announced yesterday in 
Bogota had been anticipated for some time, precisely because of that disparity of 
criteria on which the international principles of the two countries are based. 


“Personally I had the impression that it was going to happen and I stated thie in 
various documents,” Arias Carrizosa said at the start of his conversation. 


Next, he pointed out that “if a civilized change in attitude with regard to social 
dynamics, the free self-determination of peoples and the essential values in inter- 
national activity” does not occur on the part of the Cuban Government, “it is im- 
possible to continue relations.” 


Ambassador Arias Carrizosa stressed the cordial treatment afforded the Colombian de- 
legation in Cuba during the 9 @onthe in which he held his post and he deeply regret- 
ted the impossibility of achieving rapprochements with the island's regime, but he 
applauded unreservedly the step taken on Monday by President Turbay Ayala in sus- 
pending diplomatic relations, after several guerrilla-fighters captured in confron- 
tations with the Armed Forces confessed that they had been trained in that country. 


Arias Carrizosa, who was called to Bogota on Monday afternoon, hours before the pu- 
blic statement by the Colombian chief of state, will arrive in this country tomorrow 
noon, accompanied by the three other diplomatic officials in the embassy and by two 
of the four others who make up the administrative branch. 


The ambassador also stated that today an official reply by the Swiss Government will 
be made known concerning the proposal made by Colombia so that its embassy accredited 
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in Wavana may take charge of handling Colombian affairs on that island, An adminia- 
trative offiectal will stay several days longer to firm up details, 


Acid Document 


Arias Carrisosa stated that, after the suspension of diplomatic relations decided on 
by Colombia last Monday, the only official document that was released by the Cuban 
Government was an “acid, aggressive” communique from ite Foreign Ministry == pu- 
blished eleewhere in this issue — in which that country's position concerning the 
Colombian attitude is stated, 


"The document, published yesterday on the front page of the government daily GRANMA, 

is ‘venomous’ and contrary to the style of diplomatic relations," Arias believed. 

We added that, curiously, it is denied in it that Cuba armed the Colombian guerrilla- 
fighters, but it makes no mention at all of the military training of which it is ac- 

cused of having given them, 


The ambassador abstained, however, from answering a question to the effect of whether 
he knew that military training was being given on the island to Latin American 
guerrilla-fighters, but he assured that he will make a statement in this regard once 
he is in Colombia, because he believes that the matter “is of quite a bit of in- 
terest. 


He said that the Cuban press, or, rather, the official newapaper GRANMA, maintained 
absolute silence on the military offensive conducted in southern Colombia last week 
and in which the seditious M-19 movement was practically dismantled. 


"In Cuba, reference is madeonly to victories by guerrilla groups. Otherwise, complete 
silence is maintained,” he stated. 


Arias Carrizosa aleo admitted that much is known about Colombia on the island, but he . 
maintained that everything is reported distortedly and, as an example, he offered the 
“acid” communique from the Cuban Ministry of Foreign Affaire released yesterday on 
the suspension of diplométic relations. 


Suspended Work 


In hie statements to EL ESPECTADOR, Ambassador Jose Manuel Arias Carrizosa made a 
short evaluation of the work performed during the 9 months of his diplomatic duties. 


He stated that the most important agreement between the two countries was of a trade 
and economic nature and he stressed ite importance, not because of the benefits that 
trade transactions might represent for Colombia, but, rather, because of the strength- 
ening of the nation's policy of engaging in closer relations with nations having a 
different political ideology.

The country needa reeulte whether to incriminate or to absolve 
a dead man and a seriously wounded one. Whatever they might be--sorry--those re~ 
sults will not only lead to ferret out the intermediary links, but aleo to find the 
origin, where the complicity and the responsibility liea--certainly well above any 
run-of-the-mill Ronald Watters [the man charged with participation in the bombing 

of the Brazilian Lawyers Assoctation).

I am particularly happy and enthusiastic to be here, because we in the party and 
Government of Grenada have a deep commitment to the process of Caribbean inde- 
pendence and liberation, and as importantly, to Caribbean integration, solidar- 
ity and cooperation. 


It is our very firm view, that though we were colonialized by different masters, 
and therefore have had different colonial experiences which have served to 
divide and separate us in order to rule us better, we are essentially and 
fundamentally one Caribbean people: hard working, patriotic, democratic, pro- 
gressive, anxious to have a better life, anxious to develop our own processes 
free from all forms of outside direction. 


Under colonization, we were taught different languages, different European cul- 
tural traditions and we were encouraged to ape our respective masters. 


Inaddition, the long and bitter rivalries between colonial powers themselves, 
ensured that we did not have much opportunity for contact with each other. 
Thus, they carved up our region, and gave rise to artificial differences of 
language and alleged cultural differences, strengthened no doubt by our geo- 
graphic separation. 
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Hut many island states (such as the Seychelles and the Bahamas--with some 600 
islands) have shown that geographic barriers are in fact surmountable,. 


Indeed, you the six members of the Federation of the Netherland Antilles have 
given the world the next proof that despite geographical separation, you are 
committed to and can, in fact, work together in the interest of all the people 
of the six islands. And it is for this and other reasons, that we believe that 
part of the process of regaining our sovereignty in the Caribbean must include 
the struggle to remove all artificial barriers. 


Thus, one of our main concerns as a English-speaking Caribbean country is to 
actively develop the closest possible ties and cooperation with the Dutch- 
speaking, the French-speaking, the Spanish-speaking, and indeed American-speaking 
sister islands. To this we are committed as a party, as a Government and as a 


people. 


1 am particularly happy also today to be here, because this, in effect, has 
become a mini-gathering of the Socialiat iuternational. It has provided an 
opportunity therefore to meet with some friends from the old days, in particu- 
lar to meet once again with Comrade Gallardo of Guatemala, a comrade who has 
given his entire life to the struggle for his people, a man therefore this 
entire conference, I am sure, will want to go on record as recognising the 
tremendous contribution that he has made over the years. 


This conference also provides for me an opportunity to meet with the distin- 
guished and illustrious Secretary General, Brother Carlson of the Socialist 
International. 


In approaching the question of development, we see it as an ongoing scientific 
activity, having as its primary goals the attainment of the fullest social, 
cultural, spiritual, political and economic potential of any people. 


Particularly for poor, exploited and oppressed countries of the world, we 

see the task of development as one having both a political and economic dimen- 
sion, and we say clearly then, that there is an unbreakable link between 
economic transformation and political independence. 


For us, there is a clear link between the price we pay for essential goods 
and services and the political outlook of the ruling party of any country. 
Hence, we are convinced that there can be no strict separation between poli- 
tics and economics. The two, inextricably linked, give rise to the political 
economy of development. 


Indeed, this approach to the question of development is indispensable to our 
very survival, being as we are, countries with long histories of colonial 
exploitation, backwardness and underdevelopment. 


And, therefore, in any genuine effort to go forward, raising the standard of 
living for our people, moving from ignorance, superstition, illiteracy, back- 
wardness and widespread poverty, to jobs, decent housing and all the basic human 
needs of our people, we must register the greatest possible political commitment, 
the firmest political will and the highest political unity as poor na*ions in 
the struggle for economic and social justice. 
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Small island states, such as Grenada, and no doubt Aruba, are characterised by 


a variety of features, considered “normal” for poor underdeveloped countries, 
These include: 


1. very low and generally grossly uneven per capita incomes; 
2. 4 low level of scientific and technological development, as well as; 
3. a lack of institutions and organizations designed for modern production. 


In addition, small island states obviously have small land sizes and ama'| re- 
source bases; countries falling into this category generally have a ie.d size 
no larger than 500 aq. miles (approximately 1200 aq. km.). 





The Limitations of such small land base are many, including the need for a 
much stricter economic and social use of the limited land, 


Land use policies are th ‘efore often indispensable to orderly housing, agri- 
cultural, recreational. © | other developmental needs. 


As we meet here to con ‘r the political and economic development of our 
microstates, we must k that the world economy is riddled with an economic 
crisis of massive propo.tions. 


In its most recent report on the world economic situation, the International 
Monetary Fund begins with the statement that, "The world economic picture is 
rather grim." 


The international monetary and economic crisis in the industrial western world 
is manifested in many ways: 


1. Unemployment of phenomenal proportions. 

2. Runaway in inflation. 

3. Prolonged decline in industrial output: 

4. There is also the worsening of the balance of trade, especially for devel- 
oping countries it is accelerating at a rate faster than recovery is poss‘ble. 


5. Further, worldwide environmental decay and industrial pollution of land, 
of air, of sea, of rivers. 


6. There is too the deterioration of the condition of the rural poor in par- 
ticular in developing countries; illiteracy rates are actually increasing in 
some of these countries, especially among women, malnutrition, famine, and 
hunger are also on the rise. 


We in Grenada recognise the tremendous obstacles that we face. Particularly, 
as in addition to the economic crisis we also have to contend with increasing 
military threats and destabilisation of all forms against our country. 


Yet, our experience over 2 years has been concrete proof that it is possible 
to move forward and to make progress even in the face of adversity. 
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liow is this possible? Our experience has taught ue that if the following guide- 
Lines are observed, then progress is possible even in the face of the most tre- 
mendous odda, 


1, Alwave be honest with the people. Always tell the people the facts. Never 
attempt to fool the people, Never make the people believe that manna will fall 
from heaven, Always attempt to raise their consciousness as to the reality of 
the world, the reality of our region, the reality of their own economy and in 
particular the difficulties that lie ahead, 


We in Grenada are quite convinced that peace, peace in the world and peace in 
the region, is essential for our development. There can be no peace in there is 
rampant poverty [as published], backwardness and plunder of the poor of the 
world. Equally, there can be no development without peace. 


Because the resources of the world, the vast resources of the world, must be 
used for the poor, the hungry, the sick, the handicapped, the dispossessed of 
the world, We must have peace if we are tv attain and maintain peaceful devel- 
opment and progress. 


Grenada seeks no quarrels, Grenada seeks no interferences, for we have a firm 
belief in peaceful co-existence, in good neighboriiness, in mutual respect for 
all; we believe firmly and passionately in the legal equality of all states, 
regardless of size, territorial integrity and in sovereignty. 


We believe that we have a right to live in peace. We have a right to develop 
our own resources for the benefit of our own people, and not for the benefit 
of a tiny handful or transnational corporations around the world. 


We believe we have a right to build our own economy, free from the strings of 
foreign aid dependency. 


We have a right to live a life free from the threat of military power, nuclear 
threat, and destruction of our land and sea resources. 


We have a right to develop relations with whomever we want as long as the peo- 
ple of our countries want these relations. We have a right to be free of ten- 
sions, free of fears, free of intimidations, free of big stick politics, free 
of instability, free of the threat of mercenary or other invasions, free of 
terrorism. 


This is why Grenada in November 1979, initiated in the Organization of the Ameri- 
can States, a resolution calling on all in the region to strictly respect the 
Caribbean as a Zone of Peace. 


We want to repeat today: 
Our call for disarmament. 


Our call for detente. 
Our call for resumption of Salt II talks. 
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Our call for peaceful cCowexistence and Mutual freapect for ail countries, 


And, Mr Chaiftman, today in Aruba on your soil, on thie histeric oecasion in

When Grenadiane heard the voice of one of the nation's most senior soldiers 
over Radio Free Grenada (RFG) this week, many were relieved, 


And they had reason to be, because for the past few days, a strong rumour has 
been circulating that he was dead. 


According to the rumour Major Gahagan and a large number of PRA soldiers had 
been killed in El Salvador, and were sent back to Grenada for burial. 


Their bodies were supposed to be aboard a vessel anchored outside St George's 
harbour since last week. 


The rumour was spread in different ways, the numbers of dead soldiers varying 
from 50 to 200, and in one case, it said that they were being buried, five at 
a time, at night. 


Major Gahagan's voice cleared it up: “I want everybody to know that I have 
never been to E! Salvador, and that although our country is internationalist 
in outlook, we have never interfered in the internal problems of other states, 
and therefore none of our soldiers have ever been to fight in El Salvador.” 


The boat the rumour referred to turned out to be a Cuban vessel which had 
escorted the latest four fishing boats donated to Grenada by the Cuban Govern- 
ment. 


It had broken down soon after arrival, and was awaiting spare parts to return 
to Havana. 


Major Gahagan, who spoke from the Grenadian embassy in Cuba, called on the PRG 
to “deal firmly” with those responsible for creating and circulating such 


rumours. 








tut t€ ie net only Major Gahagan whe wants such action, His resentment tea 
shared by the majority of patriotic Grenadians, who have been fed an over= 
dose of rumours since the Revolution, 


These rumours circulating at home and abroad have become the reactionaries 
weapon in their efforts to keep away touriete, frighten residents and desta

Recently, one rumour was circulating in New York that a bomb had exploded «| 
RPG, destroying the station, Another was that a bomb had exploded aboord a 
tourist ship in the St George's harbour, killing many tourists. 


The most blatant propaganda effort, however, appeared in Aruba over the week- 
end, during Prime Minister Maurice Bishop's visit there to attend an inter= 
national conference of the ruling party.

But while one paper 
acknowledge that it was the flag-raising ceremony, the other said it was a

RICE FOR TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO=-Guyana has been contracted to supply rice bran 
to Trinidad and Tobago. The first shipment of 150 tons will leave Guyana on 
Thursday. In making this disclosure production manager of the Guyana Rice 
Board Charles Kennard said the board has been contracted to supply 1,000 tons 
of the rice bran over a three month period. The agreement, he said, marked 
the culmination of weeks of intensive marketing activity by GRB officials and 
negotiations between representatives from the two countries and will bring in 
approximately $400,000 Guyana dollars.

WORKERS ORGANIZATIONS, CITIES THREATEN STRIKES

[Text] Lima, 21 Apr (AFP)--[t was reported in this capital today that two large 
cities of the interior have confirmed their decision to stage strikes this week, 
while yet another city is threatening to go on strike. 


In the meantime, the Federation of Textile Workers has announced that its 35,000 
members will strike for 72 hours beginning on Friday. Meanwhile, iron and steel 
workers today completed their first month on strike. 


The Civic Defense Front of Lambayeque Department, on the northern coast of the 
country, has indicated that it will strike tomorrow, Wednesday, thus demanding 
the implementation of the Olmos irrigation project which is of great significance 
for the area. 


The front is presided over by American Revolutionary Popular Alliance member 
Flavio Numez Major of Chiclayo, capital of the Lambayeque Department, who has 
rejected a government proposal to discuss a new project ror Olmos. 


In the meantime, the leftwing Front of Popular Organizations of Puno, in south- 
eastern Peru on the coast of Lake Titicaca, headec by Mayor Jaime Ardiles, who 
is currently on hunger strike, has reported that there will be a general strike 
throughout the province on Wednesday and Thursday. 


The front is demanding the implementation of a number of public projects and 
making other claims which President Fernando Belaunde Terry's government is try- 
ing to deal with even though it is unable to resolve all the problems because, 
according to the administration, they need a lot of time and money. 


At the same time the departmental Federation of Cuzco Workers has threatened 
paralysis of that city on Thursday and Friday if seven arrested workers are not 
released tomorrow. 


The textile workers are demanding the implementation, retroactive to January, 
of a decree which in April reinstated automatic salary hikes based on cost of 
living increases.

TERRORIST ATTACKS CONTINUE IN CENTRAL REGION

{Text} Lima, 21 Apr (AFP)--More terrorist attacks have been perpetrated during 
the last few hours in several localities in the interior of Peru, which one high- 
ranking government official has termed as an antidemocratic plot. 


A deputy of the government party reported last week that from July 1980 to the 
middle of this month there have been approximately 700 attacks of this type, but 
it was explained at a later date that many of them consisted of telephone 
threats. 


A microwave tower was dynamited in Huancavelica, located in the central-southern 
Andean region; although it was not destroyed, it was seriously damaged. 


In the same region at the end of last week a terrorist group took shots at two 
policemen, killing one of them and wounding the other, when they caught them 
trying to damage a high tension line tower. 


In the town of Yauricocha, Ayacucho Department and neighboring on Huancavelica, 
a police patrol was shot up by a terrorist commando and a sergeant was wounded. 


In Cerro Pasco, located in the central Andean region, several sticks of dynamite 
exploded in front of a commercial bank, causing s-rious damage. 


These attacks are in addition to those perpetrated during the last few days in 
Huaral, 80 kilometers north of Lima, and in Arequipa, 1,000 kilometers south of 
this capital 


Meanwhile, Senate President Oscar Telles denounced an antidemocratic plot when 
he commented on the series of dynamite attacks and various disorderly strikes. 


He indicated that all this unrest is instigated by extremist sectors that may be 
receiving orders and money from abroad.
